The note 1(a) under 2.1. prescribing 
concession in pilotage fee on vessels . . . 
substituted as follows : 

This charges are to be levied on a vessel’s 
stay at roads with an exemption up to first 
24 hours before berthing, on her first arrival 
at the roads. In case of iron ore vessels no 
road stead charges shall be levied at the 
time of initial entry. 

Vessel anchored at road stead awaiting 
berthing in the port shall not pay road stead 

charges, however, vessels anchored at roads 
and proceeding to sea (except tankers 
nominated for transhipment) shall pay road 
stead charges. 


To delete item number 33 in Schedule 8.13 
from the Scale of Rates as it is redundant. 

The note 1 (a) under Section 2.2. prescribing 
concession in pilotage fee on vessels . . . 
substituted as follows : 

This charges are to be levied on a vessel’s 
stay at roads with an exemption up to first 24 
hours before berthing, on her first arrival at 
the roads. In case of iron ore vessels (me¬ 
chanical handling), no road stead charges 
shall be levied at the time of initial entry. 

Vessels anchored at roads and proceeding 
to sea (except tankers nominated for 
transhipment) shall pay road stead charges.
